A War Reminiscence. 


Several da}"s ago, says the Kaslivilla 


(Tenn.) American, there was received 
at the Nashville Post-office a letter from 
Chardon, Ohio, with the following com- 
plicated address: "To the Sergt.-Majoi 
of the Rock City Guards, C. S. A., or to 
any other Confed. who was at the battle 
of Kertesaw Mountain, June 27, 18C4, 
Kashvillc. Tenii." The letter was re- 
ferred to General \Vheless, who, remem- 
bering that the Sergeant-Major spoken 
of was none other than Mr. James A. 
Jennings, turned the epistle over to him 
as the proper recipient. Within was 
this: 


CHARDOX, OHIO. March 13,1680. 


To the Sergeant-Major of the Rock Cilj 


Guards, C. S. A., or to any other member oi 
the regiment who was at the battle of Kcne 
saw Mountain, June 27, ISM: I should like to 
know something of von. 
You treated me \vel 


while I was a prisoner with vou, iu the field 
that day (37th of June,) and I have ever sine 
felt a friendly feeling for yon. 
I am the bo, 


with the cocked-hat and white acorn, who fell 
inside vour works that warm morning in June. 
You fought like fiends that day. and made 
a hot place for ns to come thron"™li, but it al- 
ways seemed _to me that if we could have held 
on a little longer the fortunes of the day mijrht 
have been changed. 1'lcase write to me and 
let me know what has become of the boys, and 
oblige, yours respectfully,

columns, the young boy, then only about 
seventeen years of age, wearing the 
cocked hat and acorn insignia of his 
Division, fell badly wounded just within 
the Confederate line. 
He called for 


water, and Major Jennings, without an 
instant's hesitancy, and at the risk of 
his life, sprang to the side of the wound- 
ed boy. 
He raised his canteen to the 


parched lips, and as he did so a bullet 
from the Federal lines grazed Major 
Jenning's breast and buried itself in the 
neck of the already wounded boy. He 
fell, exclaiming, ""This is what I get for 
fighting for the United States Hag." 
Major Jennings immediately had his 
prisoner sent to the rear, and there vis- 
ited him after the battle was over, and 
later in the war, at Macon, Ga., furnish- 
ed him with some delicacies. The brave, 
boyish soldier was filled with gratitude, 
and, giving his name and the address of 
his parents to Major Jennings, told him 
if he (Jennings) should ever be taken 
prisoner to let his friends know and they 
would see that he wanted for nothing. 
Afterward, Major Jennings was captured 
and sent to Camp Douglas. He thought

Cotton Possibilities.

" Cotton is king.7' This was asserted 


! twenty years ago, but (lie assertion had 
; no foundation in t r u t h , in the sense its

Nevertheless, both

| ports from this country to foreign coun- 


i tries. 
Ono-halfof the entire crop of the 


| merchantable cotton of the world is 
i grown in the United States.

Tin- cotton trade i« watched more closo- 


! ly than any olhcr. There arc daily ro- 


orts of Ihi'amount of cotton received at 
.10 eontersx>f distribution, and how much 
s sold and exported. Great pains are 
akcntogct at the cxactfacts regarding 
lie supply and consumption of this great 
tuple. Asa gentleman onec expressed 


a cotton statistician would chase a 


ingle bale all over the country to see 
vhrtt finally became of i*. 


The figuivs that express the growth 
.ml use of cotton am astounding. 
The 


icst authorities place the production an- 
utally ;it from forty-five to fifty-five litin- 
Lred million pounds, or from two and 
'lie-quarter to two and three-quarters 
trillion ton:;. There is no surplus. What 
s produced is all used from year to year. 
Mankind uses an average of fully three 
joumls of raw cotton every j'ear for ev- 
i'y man, woman and child on tho face of 
he globo. 


When, however wo inquire how much 


LI ml is needed to raise this vast crop, 
-lie reader will lie surprised when we say 
.hat there is land enough exactly suited 
:o the production of cotton, in the State 
o£ Texas alone, to supply the whole 
world. The average production of cot- 
;on in Texas is about one-half a bale to 
an acre. 
The highest estimate of the 


world's crop is !•_'.1)00,000 bales, of 480 


oumls each. 
An area of 2-1,000,000 


acres is llicrefore all that is needed, ami 
that is but 37.000 square miles. 
Tho 


area of Texas is mun: than seven times 
that number <>f miles, and the part that 
could be prulilably devoted to cotton- 
growing, is many times greater in size 
than would be rci|uiri.'d. 


The cotton that is used for manufact- 


ure is tin- wing of the seed. It corre- 
sponds to the light filament that carries 
the seed of the'thistle, that pest of the 
farmer. 
There are about two and a half 


pounds of seed to every one pound of 
cotton fibre. 
How much cotton, seed, 


then, is raised every year in the world? 
Between six and seven million tons! 
The uses of cotton seed are many, and 


fet it is only lately that tho great value 
of the article has been rceogui/.cd. When, 
pressed, the kernels will yield about one- 
eighth of their weight in oil, which can 
be used for many purposes. Indeed, it 
is more than suspected that a largo part 
of the "pure olive oil" from Leghorn is 
either pure eotlon-seeil oil. or a mixture 
of cotton seed :iml other oils. 


What is loft after the oil is expressed 


is "seed c-.ike.'' This is sent in vast 
quantities to Europe, where it forms tho 
best known feed for cattle, and no better 
fertilizer is known than the manure of 
cattle fed upon i t . 
The hulls of the cot- 


ton seed have usually been thrown away, 
but now it is known that they are as good 
for feed as the seed itself. 


We are just beginning to use economy 


in the cultivation of cotton, and in tho 
use of I he other products of the plant. 
The production of cotton is increasing 
from year to year. The crop of 1879 
was the largest ever gathered. 
But the 


consumption of the staple is also in- 
creasing. 


In the United States we consume more 


,han thirteen pounds of raw cotton a 
year for every person iu the country. 
The average amount for each person in 
Europe is only four and a half pounds; 
in Asia, about three pounds; in Africa, 
less than one-third of a pound. As en- 
lightened civilization extends and wealth 
increases, the consumption of this article 
of trade must, also grow; and it is the 
mission of America to supply it to the 
whole world.— Youtlis Companion.

Boys. Five hoys from to\vn can eat more 
green blackberries in a day than would 
ripen in a week. For many years the 
great desideralum has been a hardy berry 
that emild re.sist the premature onslaught 
of boys from town. It is a great desider- 
atum still. The, Schneider, a variety 
that was invented by an Iowa horticult- 
urist, is the! nearest approach loit. Itis 
bred from a perfectly greRii persimmon, 
crossed wit It a dogwood-trot.', and still 
further propagated witli a hybrid of 
wormwood-bush anil crab-apple. It 13 
not a perfect defense, but [here arc very 
few boys who caro to eat more than a 
quart of them. 
Xobody else, however,, 


ean go past the tield where the Schneider 
is growing without being attacked by 
Asiatic cholera, and this tends to weaken 
the partial success this hardy berry has 
achieved. Then there is a bug—I do not 
know the name of il—that crawls over 
thu berries now and (hen. When TOO 
cat a berry thai, has been glorified by a 
visit from this bug, you lie down in the 
briers and pray Heaven to take you home 
in just about three seconds. And, if you 
live, you can wake up in the night, along 
in the middle of the next winter, and 
shudder as you tasle of that berry. 


When yo in-bl ack berries grow too thick- 


ly, you will want to thin lliem out. 
To 


this end yon must kill some of them. 
This ean be done by digging a well where 
the plant stands; then Uirn the farm up- 
side down and let it dry out thoroughly 
for a couple of years; then turn it over, 
upside down, and start a brick-yard on 
tho back of it. 
T':,is will kill offsome of 


the plants. 
There may be some shorter 


and cheaper met hod of'killing blackberry 
bushes than this, but I never heard of it, 
and it isn't likely that there is any. 


If yon want to devote about forty acres 


of ground to the cultivation of "black- 
berries, plant about three healthy vines 
in some corner of the field, about the 
1st of April. 
Then, about tho 1st of 


May, 
the man who owns the farm on the 


other sitle of the road will brinn- civil 
action against you, and try to '"collect 
damage- fordcstriictioti of his two fields 
of wheat by a raid of blackberry vines. 


It is not known just at what season of 


the year blackberries ripen. The black- 
berry lias never been known to ripen. If 
the, hucksters and boys should all die in 
June, His probable that theberries would 
ripen some lime in July or August. But 
they have never had a chance to see what 
they could do at ripening. 


The blackberry is so named because it 


is blue, in "order lo distinguish it from 
the blueberry, which is black.—Burling- 
ton llitii'k-Ei/c.

—Chocolate Cake.—Two cups of gran- 


ulated sugar: one cup of butter; whites 
of eight eo-o-s boulen to a froth; one cup 
of .sweet milk, three, full cups of sifted 
tliiur, and Iliree teaspoonful of baking 
powder. 
Beat the sugar and butter to a. 


cream, add the. milk, then the flour 
(baking powder in it), and the whites. 
When well mixed, divide and into one- 
half grali! a cake of .sweet chocolate. 
Bake in layers and put together with 
custard as follows: Bring one pint of 
milk to the boiling point, stir in first two 
teaspoonsfiil of corn-starch dissolved in 
a little milk, and then two beaten eggs 
and a teacup of sugar. 
Flavor with va- 


nilla. This is avory excellent cake. 


— Before 
pulling down carpels, it' 


moths arc feared, procure some pulver- 
i/ed salt and alum, or hot alum water. 
Tut this down the cracks next the base- 
boards, and paste strips of cotton cloth 
over the other cracks, then, even if 
moths are plenty, they will be unable to 
come up and do mischief. 
If there are 


moths' eggs in tho carpet, they can be 
destroyed by wringing a crash towel out 
of cold water, spreading it down on the 
carpet, and then going over it with a 
very hot iron. Go all over the carpet in 
this way, and the steam will destroy 
both eggs and insects. This takes \irnu 
but is the most ell'ecttial method for tho 
annihilation of these pests. 


TriE penalty of getting hay seed in one's 


hair must be, serious in some parts of 
Australia. There arc districts in that 
country where the sheep are much dis- 
tressed ami often actually destroyed by 
the seeds of certain grasses called "Fle- 
chilUi," which, having once fallen upon 
or been caught by the wool, quickly 
work their way through the skins of tho 
animals into their llesh. The ripe seeds 
of these grasses arc, armed with recurved 
barbules'whose points, being sharp as 
needles, easily penetrate the skin, every 
movement of "the animal tending to drive 
the seed deeper and dcepr.r into the 
llesh. 
The mutton exposed for sale in 


the butchers' shops is sometimes so full 
of those grass seeds that it excites the 
attention of strangers. 
One, newly ar- 


rived immigrant describes a fore-quarter 
of mutton as resembling a ham just taken 
from the bag of cha K, in which it had 
been brought from England.

examination it appeared that many of 
the seeds had still their long, thin tails
